Actual piping or other types of networks used to move contaminated groundwater from point of
origination to processing and final disposal.

8461 PUMPING OR LIFT STATIONS (GROUNDWATER, CONTAMINATED) (Primary Unit of
Measure = Gallons per Minute)
Pumping or other support structures used to maintain the flow or other characteristics in the
network system. These pumps ensure the groundwater will be transported between points of
origination to processing or disposal.
